Jurassic Clark

ave you noticed the level of vit- 
Aes in some of the personal 

attacks being launched against 
the new leader of the Progressive 
Conservative Party? Back in the 
old days he was known as Joe 
Who? Now, they’re calling him Joe 
Two, or even Joe Why? Yesterday's 
man, they say. I’ve even heard 
Jurassic Clark. 

Part of this ani- 
mosity can be 
chalked up to 
simple anger. 
Clark, you 
see, is refus- 
ing to play with the Regressive 
Conservatives, aka the Reform 
Party. He won't have anything to 
do with Preston Manning’s grand 
scheme to “unite the right,” which 
is basically just a transparent 
attempt by Manning to make his 
belligerent and obnoxious gang of 
anti-intellectual bullies appear 
more “mainstream.” 

The rest of the animosity being 
directed toward the former prime 
minister can be chalked up to sim- 
ple fear. Many of the Regressives 
sense that Clark’s ascension to the 
top of the PC Party spells the end 
of Reform’s dreams of glory. 

There have been several polls 
recently that show Canadians gen- 
erally feel far more comfortable 
with Clark than they do with the 
self-styled prairie-Machiavelli, 
Manning. In fact, independent 
polling shows the Conservatives, 
with Clark at the helm, have 
already risen to about 25-per cent 
of the popular vote Canada-wide. 
The Reform Party has never man- 
aged to attain those lofty heights. 

You can expect the name calling 
and shouting-down of anyone who 
suggests Clark might have some- 
thing legitimate to offer. The rea- 
son for that is quite simple too. 
You have only to tap lightly on any 
of Reform’s logical constructs 
propping up the alleged necessity 
of uniting the right to hear the hol- 
low, tell-tale sound of dry rot. 
Manning and his Droogs claim that 
unless Progressive Conservatives 
abandon their principles and 
knuckle under Reform’s extreme 
right wing, the country will be 





doomed to an eternity of Liberal 
governments in Ottawa. 

This kind of thinking is typical 
of Reform. It’s simple. It’s black 
and white. It’s one track. And it’s 
dead wrong. 

Clark, who has far more experi- 
ence in government and politics 
than Manning does, has a far dif- 
ferent, far more subtle plan. He’s 
an Alberta boy at heart, just like 
Manning. But 
unlike Manning, 
Clark has man- 
aged to shed his 
parochial view 
of Canada. He realizes 
Canada consists of more than just 
the west. Clark is viewed by many 
as a decent, principled man with a 
self-deprecating sense of humor. A 
man who believes fiercely in his 
country. All of his country. Includ- 
ing Québec. A man who originated 
many Reform Party principles, like 
more power for provincial govern- 
ments, way back in the 70’s before 
the Reform Party even existed. 

Clark’s plan has nothing to do 
with uniting the right. Clark’s plan 
is basically to cut the Reform Party 
adrift, send them packing. Clark 
basically plans to tell the Reform 
Party there is no place for their 
type of extremism in the Canada 
of the 21st century. He plans to 
pull back people from the Reform. 
He also plans to cut Chrétien's 
support by pulling back disgrun- 
tled, middle of the road Liberals. 

Clark knows a card-carrying 
Liberal, who has become totally 
disenchanted with Chrétien’s 
shenanigans, would rather eat bro- 
ken glass than join Manning’s mob. 
On the other hand, Clark also real- 
izes that many Liberals are conser- 
vative at heart, at least fiscally, and 
might be convinced to switch by a 
Tory platform that retains a mod- 
icumof Progressiveness. You'll 
notice Clark’s first speech after 
winning the leadership dealt with 
three things — health care, child 
poverty and tax cuts. 

So, to the scoffers and the nay- 
sayers and the name-callers, I say 
enjoy yourselves while you can. 
Jurassic Clark is coming. And he 
eats rodents like Reformers for 
lunch.

Canada still lacks endangered species laws

avid Suzuki was in Edmonton 
p= week and, yes, he was pro- 

moting his 30th book, Earth 
Time. But he was also on a tour 
promoting the protection of 
endangered species for the 
Canadian Parks and Wilderness 
Society. 

Save Our Species is a national 
speaking tour designed to raise 
awareness of biodiversity loss and 
the need for strong new federal 
endangered species legislation. 

On Friday, Dec. 4, he spoke to 
SEE Magazine and then later at the 
University of Alberta. 

Suzuki spoke with humor, intel- 
ligence and unwavering commit- 
ment about the importance of all 
species of life and the symbolic 
significance of Canada passing 
credible endangered species legis- 
lation. 

Suzuki explained the impor- 
tance of biodiversity this way. 
Imagine going back four-billion 
years, said Suzuki. To make a long 
story short, there is no food, no 
good air or water, no soil and no 
energy either, since energy comes 
from fossil fuels and wood, which, 
before life, didn’t exist. 

It was life itself that created con- 
ditions that we and all other forms 
of life now thrive in. It is the diver- 
sity of life that now supports our 
lives, the air, the water, the soil, 
and even the energy to light up our 
Christmas lights. 

In short, nature-R-us. 

How many species are there? 
Ecologists are still debating this, 
but there are somewhere between 
10 and 30-million species of life on 
the planet. 

According to eminent ecologist 
E.0. Wilson, only about 1.5-million 
species have been identified by 
science and we've investigated the 
life cycles of only about one per 
cent of all species. 

With such limited knowledge, 
“Anyone who tells you they can 
reproduce a forest is either stupid 
or lying,” said Suzuki. 

Suzuki said Canada is much 
more quickly degrading and sim- 
plifying its ecosystems than Brazil.

But don't species come and go? 


Isn’t extinction as natural as birth 
and evolution? 

This is absolutely true, but 
according to E.O. Wilson, the nor- 
mal extinction rate should be 
about 1,000 times lower. He says 
we are in a massive extinction 
event that rivals the five great his- 
toric extinction events. That 
includes the one where the 
dinosaurs and 76 per cent of all 
species were lost 

In Canada, 22 species have been 
lost. There are 307 species on the 
“at risk” list. 

Surprisingly Canada has no law 
to protect endangered species, but 
one is in the works again. The dif- 
ficulty environmentalists foresee is 
a weak law coming on the horizon, 
just like one that died on the order 
paper in the last sitting of 
Parliament. 

It’s really simple, said Dover. We 
need a law that supports the scien- 
tific listing of species, protects 
habitat and helps a species recoy- 
er. 

This sounds like a simple thing, 
but politicians want to get on the 
committee that decides which 
species are listed. Dover says 
politicians should decide what to 
do about endangered species, not 
whether they are endangered or 
not. 

A good law would also protect a 
species habitat and not just its 
home, as Dover explained, by 
showing a picture of an eagle’s 
nest surrounded by a clearcut. 

And finally a good federal law 
must have the scope to work 
everywhere in Canada, including 
areas ignored or not covered by 
provincial laws. 

Dover said the Chrétien govern- 
ment has promised legislation 
three times, most recently at the 
five year review of the Rio 
Summit, which ironically was five 
years after Canada first promised 
the world it would create a law to 
protect endangered species. 
Alberta has no such law, but does 
have provisions in its Wildlife Act. 
Unfortunately, the Wildlife Act 
requires only that a committee be 
struck. 

As Dover and Suzuki stress, 
species are disappearing as we 
speak. It’s a creeping, insidious

But not much translation is needed when it 
comes to the name of the group performing 
them — Medizval Bzbes. 

The word “bebes” may never have 
appeared in any linguist’s Latin lexicon, but 
one could imagine its usage back in the 
12th century — a senator in the baths with 
his buddies, complaining how he has to 
cover the midsection of his toga any time 
one particular “bebe” walks by, lest his 
desires become immediately apparent. 
And yet she’s not like most of the sub- 
missive women he sees; she flaunts her 
femininity freely, but in such a way as to 
inspire a twinge of fear 

Skip forward 800 years and classical 
music fans are discovering that same 
feeling. Going several steps further than 
promoting the work of young, nubile cel- 
lists through the use of provocative CD 
cover photos, 12 young, nubile women 
and one senior citizen in England have 
donned flowing lingerie, learned the 
vocal harmonies of the medizval era, 
and become a new sensation for the sud- 
denly ironically-named Virgin Records. 
Now that they've made a name for them- 
selves in the classical music community, 
there’s talk of boosting their cross-over 
appeal by making dance club remixes of 
their songs and having them open a con- 
cert for shock rocker Marilyn Manson. 

“It’s 12 sexy, young women singing 
together,” said Ontario native Teresa 
Casella, a former bass player for all-girl 
alternative rock band Miranda Sex 
Garden, who had just begun dabbling in 
London’s singer/songwriter scene when 
she received the call from her old band- 
mate, Medieval Bzbes group leader 
Katharine Blake. “I suppose if we were 
50-years-old, we probably wouldn't have 
been promoted in the same way.” 

Sex appeal is certainly a cornerstone of 
the promotional push with this group, 
which formed a little over two years ago, 
but it’s not the only building block. The 
music is another one, hearkening back to 
the still-recent mainstream success of a 
bunch of Gregorian monks, as well as 
other vocal chant-oriented music. 
Members of the group have added to the 
hype in other ways, too; Casella says 
Medieval Babes was banned from per- 
forming in a couple of churches in 
England after two members revealed they 
had studied paganism and the Wiccan 
faith (“It was all in good fun,” she was 
quick to add). And Casella freely spoke 
of group members’ tastes in alcohol, 
including their 60-plus-year-old accompa- 
nist, Dorothy Carter. 

“She can drink us under the table, basi- 
cally,” Casella proclaimed. “And that’s 
the truth. 

“She loves to have a couple of drinks 
before she goes on stage, and afterwards 
as well. Yeah, she definitely fits in with 
all of us. We actually have to hide some 
of the wine sometimes, just to know that 
she can perform without making any 
mistakes. Because she has a tendency to 
do that sometimes.” 

But it’s not the drinking habits of 
Carter, Casella or any other Bebe that 
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Beeneenzeremz2? Medieval Bebes are raising 
eyebrows and tunics with their ‘90s take on 
ancient tunes.

going to do. Dorothy, would you like 
to be involved in it?’

The other Il singers were all 
friends and acquaintances from 
London's club scene. Few had sung 
professionally and only Blake had 
studied mediaeval music. 

But a four-track demo tape, record- 
ed in a basement, aroused the inter- 
est of a Virgin Records executive 
seeking something completely differ- 
ent. 

“I thought, ‘Hmmm, 12 women 
together. I’m not sure about this 
because I was in a five-piece female 
rock band and we split up because 
there were horrible arguments . . . 
and I just didn’t want to repeat 
that sort of scenario again,” 
Casella recalled. 

But the concept of 12 women 
singing together was too appealing 
to resist. So was the camaraderie 
and the partying. “I knew everyone 
through parties and clubs and stuff 
like that so I was really relaxed 
and we just got loads of booze and 
got pissed and sang together. 
That’s how it started, really.” 

Now, with several tours under 

their belt and a Canadian perfor- 
mance launch that hits St. Albert's 
Arden Theatre Saturday, Dec. 12, 
Casella knows this is nothing like 
Miranda Sex Garden. 
“Tt’s actually the opposite (from the 
five-woman band), because there’s 
12 of us. If somebody’s sort of get- 
ting on your nerves or you're having 
some sort of disagreement, because 
there’s so many, you just go some- 
where else.” 

That group dynamic seems per- 
fectly reflected in the group's on- 
stage attire. While touring in sup- 
port of Salva Nos, which was 
released in England over a year 
ago, the group wore entirely white 
dresses — each subtly different — 
provided by a fashion designer 
called Ghost. 

“Before, everybody was wearing 
their own dresses that they'd found 
second-hand. Some girls were 
wearing a sort of cream or cham- 
pagne color or an old 1940’s wed- 
ding dress or some ’60’s nightie,” 
Casella said. “It didn’t have a good 
flow. So when we got Ghost in.. . 
(the dresses) were all white, so 
there was a continuity.” 

However, Casella says, they 
found the Ghost gowns too bland, 
so they changed wardrobes with

But as the group was calling it 
quits, she was establishing 
Amber Music to promote The 
Colour of Amber, a duo project 
with Anita Best. Since then, the 
independent label has released 
soio albums by Best and 
Morgan, as well as work by cele- 
brated late fiddler Emile Benoit. 
It also secured control of the 
Figgy Duff back catalogue. And 
this year, after the demise of its 
Atlantic-based . distributor, 
Amber Music signed a new deal 
with Outside, a national distribu- 
tor, which is currently market- 
ing Amber Christmas, originally 
a 1997 Newfoundland release 
featuring some of Morgan’s very 
talented friends and family.

Harwill Spinner of Talés (Independent) 

There’s a simplicity to the roots country arrangements of Harwill, three 
Winnipeg-area natives who wound their way through music scenes and pro- 
fessional boxing scenes and ended up playing together in Edmonton.

Last Thursday, the U.S. govern- 
ment persuaded 33 countries to 
apply the same controls on export- 
ing encryption programs as are 
applied to weapons exports. The 
agreement will be written into the 
Wassenaar Arrangement, which 
regulates restrictions on trade in 
commodities and technologies. 
The Canadian government's posi- 
tion was to lobby for fewer restric- 
tions, following its own domestic 
policy, to allow any computer user 
to use any strength of encryption. 
One immediate impact is that 
U.S.-based manufacturers of hard- 
ware and software will now be 
able to export 64-bit encryption 
technologies, raising the bar from 
the U.S.-capped limit of 56 bits. In 
that regard, the playing field has 
been levelled out, bringing U.S. 
high-tech firms into the same 
arena as their global competitors. 
But one Canadian free-speech 
lobby group worries the new 64-bit 
limit (an export permit is required 
for anything stronger) will become 
an international standard, making 
encryption less secure and making 
it easier for electronic spies and 
eeaistals to steal currency and 








rmments refuse to grant

But the changes to 
the agreement could mean eaves- 
dropping would become easier on 
a global level, Jones said.

The other requisite to truly qual- 
ify as Gothic? Secrets. Dark 
secrets. Dark, both in the sense 
they are true secrets, well-kept, 
but also in the sense they are 
secrets best kept in the family. 
Best they should never be revealed 
to the others. Others? Sure, the 
rest of the townsfolk, the peasants, 
the commoners. One of whom, 
believe me, you are happy to be. 

No one in his right mind would 
wish to be any part of this family. 
Not even peripherally. Which is 
emphasized by the conspicuous 
absence of the one final requisite 
for a Gothic romance: the outside 
party, the intruder. There isn’t one 
here, unless you count Uncle 
Buckley. Though technically fami- 
ly, he is more of an usurper, having 
taken up the role of consort to 
Mother Plunket since the violent 
death of her husband Buster. 

Death? Well, yes. You see, he 
was found in the spring, floating in 
the septic tank with two bullet 
wounds in his head. Gothic 
enough? Wait, it gets better. This is 
the seventh anniversary of his 
death. What is it about anniver- 
saries anyway, those wonderfully 


cyclié events that can recall 
events, evoke memories, encour- 
age departures from dormancy? 
How else do you move a plot along 
without the intrusion of an out- 
sider to stir things up? 

Written and directed by Jona- 
than Christenson and Joey Trem- 
blay, Pootsie Plunket doesn't rely 
only on standard aspects of the 
genre. Though replete with storms, 
soliloquies, madness and mayhem, 
it is wonderfully choreographed to 
the music of Frederic Chopin. In 
fact, this may be the play’s 
strongest aspect. Technical virtu- 
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osity abounds. Perfectly seamless 
sound and lighting add to the tex- 
ture. Mechanical constructs con- 
vey a vivid sense of cold, harsh, 
impersonal surrealism. Costumes 
are garish yet monochrome, 
gleaming metallic neo western- 
wear, design courtesy of NASA. 
This isn’t to say the writing isn’t 
good. Where the play lacks is in 
story and plot. It’s standard Gothic 
fare and when you strip away the 
non-essentials, the story is old.

Okay, but how can it not suck, 
when you hang it beside the Mona 
Lisa of thrillers? I asked the same 
question every other critic asked, 
when they first heard about it: 
Why remake a 38-year-old classic? 
Why a frame-by-frame remake? 

And there’s the rub. Because 
you can't really, honestly say the 
experiment failed until you know 
the purpose of the experiment. 

In an interview in Movieline 
magazine, director Gus Van Sant 
says, “Why not redo in color a bril- 
liant, successful film nobody's see- 
ing because it’s in black and 
white?” His remake, apparently, is 
based on the assumption that 
“nobody's seen (the original 
Psycho). They only know about 
the shower scene, 
little glimpses of this 
or that.” 

I was aghast 
Psycho is one of the 
most influential 
motion pictures ever 
made. The Internet 
Movie Database, for instance, lists 
a conservative 75 


|: a decade filled with sequels, 


75 other films made 
since 1960 that contain direct ref- 
erences to Psycho. It is the first 
psychological thriller to mix sex, 
desire and murder. 

And would audiences really 
shun a film because it’s in black 
and white? Van Sant seems to 
insult our intelligence with this

claim. There are plenty of films 
that use black and white and are 
pruch stronger because of it — The 
Seventh Seal, The Manchurian 





Candidate, 
The Haunting, Raging Bull, 
Eraserhead, Repulsion, Begotten, 
and Zentropa, to name a few. 

Hitchcock understood black and 
white — so well, in fact, he used 
chocolate syrup instead of blood 
in Psycho, because he knew exact- 
ly what shade of gray he wanted in 
the finished product. 

My next question was: why did 
he choose the form he did? I 
couldn’t decide whether it meant 
the death of creativity in 
Hollywood or the elevation of

remaking to an art form, but it 
seemed extravagant and eccentric 
to choose such a form if all he 
really wanted to do was Ted 
Turnerize the original. 

I saw Van Sant’s Psycho Sunday 
night with a few dozen 18 to 20- 
year-olds.

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harles Cales is a performer. 
Okay, so he happens to take 
his clothes off during his “per- 
formance.” But ya don’t consider 
yourself a stripper, right, Chuck? 
“Well, ya know, what's ina 
name?” Cales tells me from a 
hotel room while on tour with 
Chippendales: A New 
Experience. “Certainly none of 
us are going to be offended if you 
‘call him a stripper, but I think 
that kinda limits it to guys who 
take off their clothes for money. I 
mean, this is more. This show 
would be excellent and have a lot 
of entertainment value even if 
nobody took off any clothes.” 
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Oh wow, so you're saying folks 
would pack the place at $25 a 
pop (plus service charge) even 
without any skin? “Well, no,” he 
laughs, “I don’t think they would 
really understand it.” I suppose. 
Great show, eh, honey? But what 
was the significance of that man 
showering with his clothes on? 

“Obviously, the stripping and 
the sexuality are a very impor- 
tant part of the show, but, again, 
it’s just a part of it. The show is 
much more comprehensive than 
that,” continues Cales, who, by 
the way, is six foot four and 215 
pounds, with dark hair, dark eyes 
and “a sort of Italian-Spanish 
look.” (Don’t worry if he’s not 
your type, they’ve got something 
for everyone.) 

Yes, it’s true: the most ‘80s of 
things — the Chippendales danc- 
ers, shirtless and bow-tied — has 
eome into the 90s. What was 
once a tacky nightclub act, 
where smooth bodies and blow- 
dried coifs bumped and ground 
their crotches into Farrah-haired, 
screaming, lip-glossed faces, 
Chippendales is now a singing, 
dancing, million-dollar “theatrical 
experience,” complete with pyro- 
technics, lights, sound and cos- 
tumes. The New and Improved 
Chippendales has been thrilling 
European ladies (sorry, mandato- 
ry term) for four years.

Estonia. 

But, on the phone from compa- 
ny headquarters in L.A., vice- 
president Mare Pakin says the
